A Coat That Features the Correct Silhouette and Is Easy 
for Home Dressmakers to Reproduce 


O make a coat is not at all difficult, for Fashion so designs this 
season's models that they are simple to reproduce, even by home 
dressmakers. This model is suitable to development in fine 
twill, cheviot, serge, or broadcloth. The seams run to the shoul- 

ders, front and back, the fronts of the jacket being underfaced and 
rolled with the collar to form revers. 
Buttons trim the long two-piece sleeves 
and the front of the coat. edium size 
requires 314 yards 54-inch material. 

The various sections of the garment 
must be laid on the material for correct 
cutting, just as shown in the cutting 
guide. Then mistakes are impossible. 
Mark each notch: and perforation care- 
tully, using crayon or tailor’s tacks. 


To make the coat, sew up the seams in 
numerical order; that is, first sew the 
side-front to front, with upper and lower 
edges even.
